Redskin is a new introduction of the Mary- 
land Experiment Station, and is a_ cross 
between Hale and Elberta. It ripens slightly 
ahead or with Elberta. Tree is vigorous, fast 
growing and productive. Wood is hard anc 
the buds survived a low winter temperature 
in 1942-43, along with the hardiest varieties, 
indicating that it is very bud hardy. Fruit 
is round, yellow flesh, with little or no colo1 
near pits plisisea complete freestone, firm 
flesh of excellent shipping quality, well 
colored with a deep red blush covering the 
fruit even when ripening under shade con- 
ditions.

Pubescence, or 
fuzz, is so short and soft it is almost un- 
noticeable. ‘The fruit keeps and_ handles 
unusually well for such an early maturing 
variety. Flesh is clear yellow, fine-textured, 
firm, of good flavor and very resistant to 
browning. Freestone when fully ripe, but 
otherwise a partial cling. This early ma- 
turing variety with bright color and excel- 
lent flavor make it highly desirable for fresh 
fruit market. The season of maturity is 10 
days earlier than Redhaven and 40 days 
before Elberta. ‘Trees are very large, vigor- 
ous and productive.

EARLY SUMMER APPLES 


Anoka. Bears on very young trees. Fruit large, faintly striped red; of delicious, tart 
flavor. Fine for cooking a month before ready for eating. 


Lodi. Improved Transparent, the favorite early summer apple. Skin clear yellow; flesh 
white; flavor slightly acid. 


Red June. An early summer Apple, producing medium-sized red fruit of distinctive 
flavor. Very productive and a splendid eating Apple; also fine for cooking. 


Early Harvest. Medium to large, pale yellow, beautiful; fine flavor. ‘Tree moderate, 
erect grower, good bearer.

Carries at least double the color of the original strain of 
Stayman Winesap, otherwise exactly the same growth, hardiness, etc. We have dis- 
continued propagating in our nurseries, also growing in our orchards, the regular va- 
riety of Stayman’s Winesap, in view of the fact that we get the same quality in 
Double Red Stayman with double the color which sells the fruit for more money. 


Red Rome Beauty. An improved Rome Beauty, identical in vigor and production. One 
of our most beautiful Apples and a favorite wherever grown. Bears large crops of 
delicious fruit. 


Dolgo. A comparatively new and very unusual Crab Apple. It has been called the 
“Perfect Crab.” The fruit is strikingly beautiful, bright fiery red, borne in great 
profusion. It jells perfectly—even when dead ripe. Dolgo is free from blight and is 
rapidly displacing the old varieties such as ‘Transcendent and Hyslop. Dolgo makes a 
beautiful lawn tree and may be used on the home grounds instead of Mountain Ash.

A PEACH FOR EVERY SECTION 


Quality Peach trees is not a mere matter of the size of the trees at the time of purchase. 
lt includes the horticultural skill, knowledge, care and personal integrity actually em 
ployed from the securing of the Peach seed to the delivery of the stock. 

Peaches are one of America’s best-paying crops. While the trees prefer a well-drained, 
sandy loam, they will adapt themselves to almost any well-drained location if given 
proper care. Varieties are listed in about the order in which they ripen. See schedule 
for ripening schedule, freezing hours, and other data. 


Mayflower. The earliest Peach, but blooms late and is seldom damaged by frost. Size 
medium, round; bright red all over; ripens well to the seed. Tender, juicy, excellent 
flavor. Tree very prolific. Clingstone. 


Hiland. A highly colored yellow-clingstone peach, being a cross between Southland and 
Hiley-Halehaven. Ripens just before Cardinal, or about five days before Dixired. 


Cardinal. Fruit well covered with attractive red blush over good yellow ground color. 
Flesh is yellow, firm, medium textured and good flavor. About size of Dixired, with 
similar appearance and firmness, and ripens about four days ahead of same. 


Maygold. Ripens about three days before Dixired. Fruit is clingstone, of medium size, 
and attractively colored with red blush over yellow ground color. Flesh is yellow, firm 
but melting, medium-textured, and of good flavor. The outstanding characteristic of 
Maygold is the relatively short chilling requirement to break the rest period of its 
buds. Highly recommended for southern planting. 


Dixired. Clingstone. Superior new variety of medium size, round with attractive blush. 
Yellow flesh, of medium texture and good flavor. Fruit acquires color long before 
ready to pick. 


Redcap. A Southland-Dixired cross, ripening just ahead of Dixired and resembling this 
peach very much. A clingstone, medium size, round. Flesh is yellow, firm, but melting; 
medium textured and good flavor. 


Sunhaven. Sunhaven originated from the cross: Redhaven x SH 50 (J. H. Hale x 
Halehaven) made at South Haven in 1944. The season of maturity is 10 days earlier 
than Redhaven and 40 days before Elberta. Trees of Sunhaven are large, vigorous 


Sunhaven. This amazing new peach should have a place in your orchard. It has proven 
highly satisfactory wherever planted. Matures ten days before Red Haven, and about 
forty days before Elberta. Fruit is large in size, nearly round and uniform in shape. 
Color is much like Red Haven, largely bright red with enough bright golden ground 
color for attractive contrast. Fruits keep and handle unusually well for such an early 
maturing variety. Flesh is clear yellow, fine textured, firm, of good flavor and re- 
sistant to browning. A partial cling until fully ripe. Threes are large, vigorous, and 
productive. Highly recommended for an early fresh market variety. 


Coronet. A highly colored yellow peach, with good yellow ground color. Flesh yellow, 
firm but melting, smooth-textured; good mild flavor and a freestone when ripe. Trees 
are vigorous and productive. 

Jerseyland. An early, large, firm attractive yellow-fleshed freestone. Hangs on well to the 
tree and is an excellent shipper. Tree is hardy, sets fruit buds freely and comes into 
bearing early. 


Early Fair. A bud sport of Fair Beauty, with the same qualities, but ripening about 
one week earlier, and highly colored. 
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Redhaven. Among the best for its season. Beautiful color, firmness, high quality, and 
good consumer demand add popularity for this peach. Colors a bright red and beauti- 
ful yellow. Skin is smooth, almost fuzzless. Flesh is very firm. Tree vigorous with heavy 
bud set and bears young. Most desirable for fresh market. 


Golden Jubilee. No general planting of peaches is complete without Golden Jubilee. 
The tree is unusually hardy. The buds resist;dow winter temperatures better than 
Elberta and open later than Elberta which insures a regular crop. The blossoms are 
self-fertile. ‘The peach is medium to large in size. The peach develops better if a 

well balanced fertilizer is used. As the tree grows older the fruit becomes firmer and 
develops more naturally. 


Ranger. A fine looking yellow freestone peach, ripening with or just after Golden 
Jubilee. Medium to large size, almost round, with light pubescence, highly colored 
with bright red blush covering almost all the peach. Flesh yellow, medium firm. 
medium textured, good flavor and suitable for canning or freezing. Tree is vigorous 
and productive, showing marked resistance to bacterial leaf spot. Blossoms medium 
sized, self fertile, usually after Elberta. Ranger has been proven one of the best 
varieties for freezing and canning. 


Keystone. Yellow-fleshed free-stone, ripening three weeks earlier than Elberta. It is 
large, has good quality, and appears to be firm enough for shipping. The peach is 
the result of a cross between Newday and Southland. It ripens a week earlier than 
Southland, and is fully as attractive in appearance. Also, it has greater resistance 

* to bacteriosis than has Southland. 


July Elberta (Burnett Elberta). A large, medium early freestone peach ripening with 
or slightly before Halehaven. Fruit is golden yellow, overspread with red. Quality 
is excellent for canning and fresh eating. Better than average for freezing. 


Triogem. An early, oval, red all over, firm, yellow freestone peach. Trees are medium 
in size, hardy and heavy bearers. Requires good soil and good culture for, best results. 


Southland. Splendid new yellow-fleshed variety, ripening about sixteen days before 
Elberta. Freestone with little fuzz and extra flavor. One of the best for both home 
and commercial use. Fruit is medium to large size, round and has. attractive light-red 
blush. Flesh is firm, slow softening, and medium textured. 


Sunhigh. A large, red, bright, smooth peach, which colors well all over before it ripens. 
Softens slowly, making it an excellent shipper. Flesh inclines to adhere to the pit 
when hard ripe, but is generally freestone. Tree is spreading ingrowth, and buds are 
hardy. This variety seems to do best in hilly sections, and requires thorough summer 
spraying. Quality is such that it has topped the market for the past two seasons. 


Richhaven. ‘This outstanding new variety originated in South Haven, Mich., and _ is 
recommended for test in all areas. Richhaven gives promise of replacing the Hale 
Haven variety. Fruits are large, uniform in size and shape. Color is a bright red 
blush with stripes of red and gold laid over a bright golden ground color. Fuzz is 
unnoticeable and an unusually thick, tough skin adds to its handling and shipping 
ability. Flesh is a clear yellow with moderate redding around the pit. Entirely a 
freestone when ripe. Ripens with Hale Haven or fourteen,:days before Elberta.- Ex- 
cellent canning variety. 


Halehaven. A hardy, heavy bearer of perfect’ freestone, yellow-fleshed fruit. Tree is a 
strong, thrifty grower, resistant to common diseases; fruit is large, oval shaped, with 
good tough skin, with beautiful red coloring. One of the finest peaches for “quick 
freezing.” eA 
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Redglobe. Released by the U.S.D.A. 1954. Ripens 15 days before Elberta. Fruits large 
round with light pubescence. Skin is highly colored with red over a good yellow 
ground color. <A freestone and complete absence of red in the flesh makes it an out- 
standing canning peach. Very good quality. Chilling requirements about same as 
Elberta. Blossoms are large and self-fertile. Widely tested and very promising. Very 
resistant to bacterial spot. 


Loring. This variety is a dependable bearer and trees are particularly vigorous and 
strong. The fruit is an attractive red over a bright yellow under color. It sizes up 
well, is high in quality, firm, and very attractive. Blooms early, requires short rest 
period, and ripens about ten days ahead of Elberta. Very resistant to bacterial spot. 
Undoubtedly this will prove to be one of our most desirable varieties for commercial 
planting. 


Sullivan Early Elberta. A bud sport of Elberta, ripening seven to twelve days earlier. 
Fruit is average large in size, is of fine quality, and shows good shipping ability. A 
great success wherever planted. 


Blake. (N. J. 117.) Fruits are medium to large, very highly colored with attractive 
red over good yellow ground color. It is a freestone, having considerable red at 
the pit, and extending to the flesh in some cases. Flesh is very firm with excellent 
flavor. Trees are good growers, ranks with Elberta in hardiness of bud and tree. 
The size, its bright attractive red coloring and season of ripening should make the 
Blake a desirable peach to precede Elberta, which it does by about one week. 


Belle of Georgia. Leading white variety for commercial plantings. Fruit large, with 
bright attractive red almost covering the white background. Flesh white, highly 
flavored and very firm. Very vigorous, hardy, and productive. 


Redskin. Redskin is a new introduction of the Maryland Experiment Station, and is 
a cross between Hale and Elberta. It ripens slightly ahead or with Elberta. Tree 
is vigorous, fast growing and productive. Wood is hard and the buds survived a low 
winter temperature in 1942-43, along with the hardiest varieties, indicating that it is 
very bud hardy. Fruit is round, yellow flesh, with little or no color near pit. It is 
a complete freestone, firm flesh of excellent shipping quality, well colored with a deep 
red blush covering the fruit even when ripening under shade conditions. In taste, it 
is aromatic, vinous and sweet. Due to the firmness, it is rated high for canning. 
Fruit a good size even with heavy load on trees. 


Elberta. Still the most popular peach on the market, and universally planted. Yellow 
freestone of excellent quality; juicy, firm but tender. Tree is hardy, productive and 
disease resistant. Not the best in quality, but its size, color and firmness combine to 
give it first place in both commercial and home orchard plantings. 


Shipper's Late Red. Splendid peach to follow Elberta. A large, very highly colored, 
attractive red, yellow-fleshed freestone. Good quality. A good shipping peach, ex- 
tremely productive. Very hardy and its beauty and size enables it to bring top prices 
on the markets. 


Rio-Oso-Gem. Generally recognized as one of the better peach ripening after Elberta. 
Widely grown and a beautiful peach. A Hale type late peach following Elberta 
six to ten days. Fruit large in size with brilliant red color and light pubescence. 
The flesh is firm and fine textured with excellent flavor. Because of its firmness 
of flesh, it is excellent for freezing, canning, and other uses. Rio-Oso-Gem is an 
outstanding commercial variety. 

Afterglow. Fruits are large, round, oval in shape and almost completely overspread with 
red. The flesh is yellow stained with red about the pit, and is free. Trees are vigorous 
and rapid growers. 

Old Fashioned Indian Red. Very highly colored, red as blood to the seed. Very desirable 
for pickling.

If time of shipment is left to us we can assure our customer of 
receiving stock in perfect condition and in proper planting season. 


Guarantee. We accept all orders subject to crop conditions, and we reserve the 
right to cancel a portion of the stock, or all thereof, should injury befall our stock from 
hail, windstorm, frost, other weather conditions, error in count, insect and disease injury, 
or other natural causes beyond our control. We are careful to keep our varieties true to 
name and will replace any portion of the stock that may prove otherwise or refund the 
price paid for such portions. It is agreed that the original price shall be the maximum 
damages the purchaser is entitled to. Further, we guarantee to dig, pack and ship good, 
clean, thrifty, well grown trees and plants, in good growing condition. Failure may re- 
sult from improper planting, lack of moisture, frosts, floods, overfertilization, etc., and 
we cannot guarantee continued growth after stock is planted on customer’s premises be- 
cause this is entirely beyond our control. Claims, if any, for damages or inferior stock, 
must be made within five days after arrival. 


Receiving Stock in Cold Weather. In event it should turn cold after your stock 
has been shipped to you and there is a possibility that there is frost in the box in which 
the stock is shipped, put the box in a place where the temperature is above freezing—a 
cellar or a frost-proof building, and do not disturb for 5 to 7 days, at which time stock 
can be removed from the box in first-class condition. Under no circumstances should 
you open a box when you think there is frost in it, it will kill it. But if allowed to thaw 
out in the box, the stock will not be injured. Be sure and follow this practice.
